BRITISH CRITICS 
STUDY NEW FORD 


To Build Entirely Brit- 
ish Models at Trafford 
Park Plant 


By W. HAMILTON GORDON 
ONDON, Dec. 28 (U. T. P. S.).— 
British engineers who have 

been studying the new model A 
Ford since its introduction here 
early in the month seem agreeably 
surprised at the ingenuity shown 
by the Ford engineers’in incor- 
porating many of the outward fea- 
tures of the Lincoln car in the 
new car. They call attention to 
the fact that the appearance of 
topheaviness which prevailed in 
the previous Ford model has been 
completely eliminated. 

It is admitted that there are cer- 
tain features about the chassis that 
are extremely ingenious and of 
great interest to the engineer, while 


considerable stress is being laid on 


the fact that no malleable iron 


whatever is used in the whole model. 


It would seem that Henry Ford 
does not intend the owner-driver 
to get much joy from fiddling 
about with the engine, this being 
so designed as to permit of few 
adjustments. The work required 
will have to be carried out at a 
service depot. 

The coachwork is not altogether 
to the liking of the experts, while 
the seating is considered to be less 


comfortable than that usually found 


in British cars. 
The prices are certainly high and 
it is conjectured that there will be 


-|considerable reductions as soon as 


production is well under way here. 
The first cars to go on the market 
will be of a consignment sent over 
from America, as it will be a month 
or two yet before the Ford factory 
can get going. Possibly, therefore, 
the prices listed will be reduced 
later by, at least, the import duty 
of 33 1-3 per cent., thus making the 
— pound car an actuality at 
ast. 

The British Ford will be com- 
pletely made at Trafford Park, 
near Manchester, the factory at 
Cork, in southern Ireland, work- 
ing as a subsidiary. Model T was 
nine-tenths British made, but the 
new model will be entirely British. 
At present production cannot be 
commenced at Trafford Park, as the 
necessary change-over in plant and 
equipments has not yet been com- 
pleted. At the time of Ford popu- 
larity as many as 4,000 operatives 
found work at this factory and it 
is anticipated that when produc- 
tion gets into full swing on the 
new model there will be sufficient 
work to keep more than 5,000 hands 
going. The men who have been 
temporarily laid off during the ces- 
sation of production will be the first 
to be re-engaged and will have their 
old jobs back. 

Wages paid at the Ford works are 
considerably above the average for 
this country and there will be little 
difficulty in getting the highest 
type of skill and efficiency. Man-

Cannot Recover on Fraudulent Deal 
If Car Title Goes to Third Party 








By F. M. LOCKERBY } 


ELLINGHAM, WASH., Dec. 28. 
—Ruling that an automobile, 
even though purchased through 
fraud on the part of the original 
buyer, cannot be recovered by the 
seller if title to the property has 
been passed to a third person, 
Judge E. D. Hardin of the What- 
com county Superior Court has 
handed down a decision that is 
causing considerable comment 
among automobile men and law- 
yers throughout the state. 

It is the first.decision of its kind 
involving an automobile transaction 
to be handed down in this state, and 
local automobile dealers declare its 
effects may be far reaching. 

The specific case is that of E. J. 
and Charles Eucker, Yakima auto- 
mobile men, versus Carl Nielson of 
this city. In December, 1926, the 
Euckers soli an automobile to a 
mar who represented himself as B. 


Six and proferred a check for $225 chase 





as the payment. The Euckers tele- | 
phoned the bank on which the check | 
was drawn, learned that B. Six had | 
an account there and delivered the} 
machine. Later they learned the/ 
check was a forgery. 

The buyer drove the car to Bell- | 
ingham and offered it for sale. Neil- ; 
son purchased the car and received ; 
papers conveying title in due form. | 
The Euckers located the car here} 
and brought suit against Nielson. | 

As between the seller and the first , 
buyer in such a case the recovery of 
the automobile would be sure, the 
court held. But when a third party 
receives due title he has a legal 
right to retain his purchase, the 
court ruled. 

Heretofore in this state stolen au- 
tomobiles have been returned to 
their original owners without ques- 
tion, but in such cases there was no 
clear title passed to the third pur-

mmercial motor vehicles on American farms. We have 
own, of course, that the use of motor trucks in agricultural 
séctions was increasing, but who would have credited the 
fact that nearly 20 per cent. of all trucks in service in this 
truck using country were serving the farm areas? Cold 
statistics show that of the 2,700,000 motor trucks in service 


at the beginning of the present year, 499,000 were operated 





in the farming sections. . 
As a matter of fact, the actual percentage is probably 
greater than this. Nearly 25 per cent. of all our commercial 
vehicles are registered in towns of 1,000 or under. This 
means that practically all of this registration is in farm use. 
Just what this situation means to the farmers of the 
United States is indicated in a statement from the director 
ot the State Agriculture Department of North Carolina, who 
says: “Prior to the advent of good roads the farmer who 
lived as much as ten miles from town rarely took produce to 
market unless his roads were in what he would call prime 
condition, and then it took him an entire day to make the 
trip.” Obviously, good roads and truck transportation have 
changed this condition. The director continues: “With the 
coming of good roads the market gardens of the cities have 
grown from the former area of 50 to 75 square miles to 
1,000 to 1,200 square miles or more. Here we find diversi- 
fied farming, cotton, corn, tobacco, potatoes, wheat, oats and 
vegetables all growing on the same farm the same year.” 

: Dwersification of crops has always been greatly 
desired by the agricultural experts, but it could not be 
obtained under the old dispensation of meager trans- 
portation. The motor vehicle has supplied the link 
that actually enables the farming areas to diversify 
their crops and so guard against the dangers of fail- 
ure in a single staple line and the consequent complete 
impoverishment of large sections that relied on that 
individual crop for livelihood. 


All of Them Should Be Licensed 


ig NEW YORK the other day a colored man was arraigned 

on a petty traffic charge. The judge asked him if he 
had a driving license and he produced a card which claimed 
to give him the right “to be a back seat driver in the state 
of New York.” 

The man explained to the judge that three col- 
ored gentlemen had taken him out in his car, had him 
drive around for a few rhinutes and then had issued 
this “license” upon his paying them $3. He could not 
read and the judge wisely dismissed the charge, warn- 
ing the defendant not to buy any more licenses with- 
out being sure that the people issuing them had the 
right to do so. 

Perhaps this incident with its tragi-comic aspects has a 
real suggestion. Why not issue back seat drjving licenses? 
A modest fee might be charged for these, say $100 per 
month, with the proviso that the licensee must pay the fees 
from her own persona! allowance. 


T IS CLAIMED that the town of South Bend, Ind., has 
recently placed on its statute books the following :— 

“It shall be unlawful for any person to embrace any 
person while operating any vehicle on the streets of South 
Bend or for any person to so operate a vehicle while being 
subjected to the embrace of any other person and it shall be 
unlawful for any person to embrace any person so operating 
any vehicle.” 

From all of which we judge that it is unlawful to hug or 
be hugged in a car in South Bend unless you are parked in a 
proper and seemly manner.

Thus, for example, it is becoming 
more common to use nickel and 
chromium in the material of which 
cylinder castings are made. The 
fact that such an alloy is being used 
may never be known to a car owner, 
though tests have shown conclu- 
Sively that castings of the kind are 
harder, take a better finish under 
wear and the surfaces last longer 
than ordinary cast iron. . 

Another change has to do: with 
valve springs. For years a single 
spring for each valve has been the 
generally accepted practice. But as 
the speed of engines has increased 
it has been found that multiple 
springs are necessary in order to 
make the valve tappets ride always 
in contact with the cam shaft—in 
short, to provide proper valve oper- 
ation and eliminate noise. Hence it 
is common to find two springs per 
valve, one within the other and 
generally made of a_ different 
diameter of wire. ¥

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Federal Bureau 
To Aid in Solving . 
Used Car Problem 


Washington, Dec. 28.—The used 
car presents a problem which is 
confronting almost every country 
of the world where motor cars are 
extensively used. 

Undoubtedly the practice of 
taking in a used car as part pay- 
ment against the purchase of a 
new model has facilitated the sale 
of new cars and placed serviceable 
used cars in the reach of many 
buyers who otherwise would not, or 
could not own such Cars. 

H. O. Smith, chief of the auto- 
motive division of the Department 
of Commerce, has pointed out that | 
in practice the handling of traded- | 
in cars has presented a _ serious 
problem, possibly for reasons which 
can be definitely ascertained. 

Mr. Smith said that I. H. Taylor, 
assistant chief of the division, is | 
preparing a survey of the used car 
situation in the United States with 
Wie idea of making a helpful con- 
tribution and possibly aiding some 
of the countries abroad in avoiding | 
unnecessary pitfalls. 

He explained that such a sur- | 
vey will be made for the purpose 
of tivrowing some light on the | 
situation, but with no thought of | 
presenting a solution or a theo- | 
retical idea which would prove a | 
panacea for used-car ailments. | 
Mr. Taylor on his return from a | 

two-weeks’ tour of the middle | 
West recently said that he ex- 
pected to have a report of his ob- 
servations ready within the near 
future. 

In the meantime the automotive 
division is studying a variety of re- 
ports from representatives of the 
state and commerce departments 
abroad.
